GEN. SHERMAN’S LETTER. 


General Sherman having declined an invi- 
tation to be present in New York, at a meet- 
ing of the so-called Indian Commission and 
having at the same time proposed to meet the 
Commission at Fort Sully, or some other point 
on the frontier, several of the New York pa- 
pera were pleased to fling odium at him for 
having so wantonly hurt the feelings of the 
carpet hypocrites who comprise that ostensible 
body. Our Delegate in Congress having ob» 
servd this most unjust criticism on a truly 
merited rebuke, senta communieation to tha 
N. Y. Herald signed “Pioneer” trom which we 
take the following conclading part: 


‘In our judgment General Shermun has 
seldom done a better thing than this, I ia 
absolutely impossible for men to sit in New 
York and intelligently discuss a question of 
which they know little, if anything, trom prac- 
dical observation, No great question is more 
generally misunderstood at the East than 
this—involving the character, claims und treat. 
mentof thered man, Inthe name of human 
ity and Christianity there has been a display 
of ignorance and misrepresentation absolutciy 
shocking. At every meeting kuch ag that con- 
vened in New York, men whose motives we 
willnotimpugn, have committe’? the grave error 
ot discussing what they do not understand and 
making charges which cannot be sustained. 
The Indian character is not noble or urateful, 
but low and treacherous; and while the red 
man may, ia instauces, have been wronged 
by the whites, he has ever been, ashe isto-day, 
his own worst enemr. For one outrage per- 
petratedin return for unfair treatment he is 
guilty of a dozen, conceived in an unprevok- 
ed but natural thirst for plunder and blool. 
At tbis writing he is, in almost every ‘Territory 
of the Union committing tbe most wanton and 
brutal depredations, murdering in cold blood 
defenceless travellers and settlers, who have 
raised no hand against him.and violated no 
treaty stipulation. 

“Under such a state of affairs itis not to be 
wondered at that General Sherman should 
deem it better for the Commission to meet upon 
the frontier than in New York. The Indian 
must be seen to ba understood, and his habits 
must be studied to be rightly appreciated. It 
is the misfortune of the Commission that its 
agents go to the Indian country, if at alll, so 
much prejudiced against the whites and so bent 
upon glorifying the savage, that their reports 
arescldum impartial or reliahie statements, 
however conscientiously made. Indeed, ro 
correct idea of the Indian character or the vif- 
ficulties with which the whites in the Terri- 
tories have to contend can be formed from hur-

On the 3: of Jone the delegation assembled 
in the Indian office with the Secretary of the 
Interior and Commissioner Parker. 

After the Indians were comfortably seated, 
and had passed their pipe around their circle 
a few times, Commissioner Parker, agzompa- 
nied Sy Secretary Cox, entered the Council 
Room, and waa introduced to ench Indian of 
Red Cloud's band. After the conclusion 
of this ceremony the Commissioner made a 
speech in which ha welcomed Red Cloud and 
assured him that the President will bo ready 
at any time to hear what he has to say of hims 
selfand his people. This was followed by » 
speech from Secretary Cox who managed to 
say a great deal “to the point” althongh oblig- 
ed to convey weighty ideas in the simplest 
terms, At the conclusion of the Secretary's 
remarks Red Cloud stepped to the table and 
said. 

“My Friends: I have come along way to 
see you and the Great Father, somehow after I 
have reached here you do nos lookatme, When 
I heard the words of the Great Father permit. 
ting me to come, Tocame right away, und left 
my women and children, l want you to give 
them rations, and a load of ammunition to 
kill game with, I wish you would telecraph 
to my people about it, Tell them I arrived all 
right,”

Boiron Aatzoxax:—-On Friday, the 2th 
inste Captain John A. Curtis with a pwty of 
prospectors—ten in number—Io't this placo for 
Camp Grant, intending to prysuro an escort if 
possible und cxamine the evuntry ia and around 
tho Pinal Mountains. On tho morning of 
the 25th, at 35 o’elock, wien w.thia ons 
wilo of Cottonwood Springs and sixteen miles 
from Camp Grint, te party dissovere] throah 
their advance, a band of two huadrel Apache 
Indians. Captain Curtis immediately secured the 
best position he could get, which wasa small hill 
ahuut twu hundred yards from the roal.

Captain Cur- 
tis wad shot in the shoulder badly; Mr. Chas, 
Moyer, the assayer of the party, and Mr, W, N, 
Johus were both slightly wuunded. By this time 
tho Indians had completely surroundel the party 
and were rapidly advancing or erawling up the 
ravines Which led ty the hill, In doing this, bow- 
ever, they suffored conciderably, losing oighteen 
killed and wounded-—who were dragged from the 
field asfastas they fell. It now became ovidort 
to Captain C. that uniess he cut his way through 
at onco, the whole party would be killed, After 
a consultation thig course wus decided ou. In at 
{ompiing to turn tho wagon among the rocks the 
tongue was broken. Tho Indians wero now within 
forty yards of the wagon, advancing and yelling 
litte devils. Of couro nothing was left but to 
abandon it, Under a heavy fivo tho mules were 
cut out. X 

Tho wholo party then mounted and charged 
through the Indians without losing 4 man, ‘Lhe 
Apaches having completo command of tho road 
leading to Grant, Captain Curtis decided to ro- 
turn to Florence, thirty miles, distant. Tho party 
arrived here safely yesterday with all their stoeit 
in good condition. With tho wagon they lost 
tholr blankets and cooking utensils. 

Tho fight commenced at 5 o’cluck, exactly, and 
ended about six, : ; ;

Of his force of 100 men 20 are 
reported sick, 10 are on extra duty and 1$ are 
baent on escort duty. He has, therefore, 
55 men “for daty.” Forty men are detailed as 
tha pouting party ; fifteen remain to do garri« 
son duty, The hardships encountered by thoee 
who proceed to the mountains aro acknowledg- 
ed; while those who remain are constautly on 


duty, and dering the absence cf the scouting - 


party obtain ouly four or five hours of sleep in 
every twenty-four hours, ‘The pariy returns at 
the end of tenor fifteen days ; fgur, five, or 
six are ob iged to go to hospitul, Two weeks 
elapse and the men are restored to bealth and 
vigor; another scout is ordercd aud a similar 
disposition of the troopsis made. And’ thus 
may be seen the fate of one hautred men 
placed in tas position aud expected to perform 
the wort ofathou.and. This is whet every 
humane person will regard as the cruel feature 
of the war. But Gen Stonoman saya, in Orders 
No, 4. dated at Drum Barracks on the Slst of 
May: 

“fn their interccurae witk Indians the troops 
will treat ag fiiendiy those who are positively

Representatives of the United States of Amer- 
ica in Congress assembled, That the board of 
‘sensteea of the house of correction, which shal 
hereafter be known and designated as the Re- 
form School of the District of Columbia, may, 
at their digeretion, receive, take and keep in 
their exclusive care, control, and custody: 
Firs’, Any boys under the age of sixteen who 
shall or may be liable tọ punishment by im- 
prisonment under any existing law of the Dis- 
trict of Columbia, or any law that may be en- 
acted andin force in said District, Second, 
Any boy ander sixteen years of age, with the 
consent of bis parent orguardian, against whom 
any charge of committing any crime or mis- 
demeanor shall have been mado, the punish= 
ment of which, on conviction, would be confiue~ 
ment in jail or prison, Third. Any boy un- 
d-r sixteen years of age who is destitute of 
a suitable home and ‘adequate means of ob- 
taining an honest living, or who ia in danger 
of being brought up, or who is brought up, to 
lead an idle and vicious life, Fourth.

pest which agitated the contents of a tea-pot? 
Yes itis hightime that Congress, to give 
value to American sympathy, wield in the 
eanse of libertya more dangerous weapon 
than a suporannuated sentiment. Let us have 
soineth.op real, something tangible if only an 
equivocal peu, and if this cannot be produced 
then let ua have unbroken silence on the sub- 
ject, the demise of national vanity will of course 
tuflow, but that is a concomitant with which 
the goverument can well dispense, 

Itis not a difficult matter to analyze tho

A Paris dispatch dated July 8, says 
that the Spanish minister officially notified 
the Franch government that princo Leopold 
of Hohenzollern had accepted the Spanish 
throne, The selection of this princo was made 
by Prim’and Bismarek without the knowledge 
and consequently without the sanction of the 
French government, The French emperor, 
determined to oppose this movement to the 
laat, immediately held aconference with the 
Ministers*of War Navy and Justice and warlike 
measures were decided upon, An exolana- 
tion was demanded from the Prussian govern 
ment’while the Minister of Wav issued orders 
to all generals commanding, requiring them to 
report to the War Office immadiately with the 
condition of the troops, acsznals, am tanition, 
etc, in their respective department, No 
satisfactory explanation hay bean received 
from Bismarck and both nations are actively 
preparing for war.

‘gause the land upon which Camp Ord snd the 
greater part of the military reservation are low 
cated was formerly Ais huuting ground, he 
should receive more favors at the hands of Col. 
Green, tha commanding officer, than any of 
his brother chiefs. He even evinced dissatis= 
faction that all the rations issued to the geve 
eral tribes were not dispensed through hime 
galf: and finally threatened to take his tribe 
aud leave the reservation if his dignity were 
not duly recognized, The Colonel told him 
very plainly thatifhe make a motion to leave 
the reservation ho will be compelled to whip 
him into submission, Skit-ish-ab-low con- 
cluded to remain but has since evinced a 
very sullen disposition, and itis thought that 
he is broodiug over some mischief, There are 
now some two thousand Indians at that post, 
and consequently an outbreak would be a 
matter of very serious import, Thero ate 
nominally four companies of troops on daty
